ICE  CREM  PRODUCTION 

Ice  cream  production  in  the  United  States  in  February  vas  estimated  at 
^1-8; 575^000  gallons,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  Output  vas  at  a record  level 
for  the  month,  continuing  as  in  January.  Production  vas  6 percent  larger  than  in 
February  I96I  and  vas  11  percent  greater  than  the  I956-60  average  for  the  month. 

Ihe  6-percent  gain  from  January  exceeded  both  the  5 -percent  seasonal  increase -at 
this  time  last  year  and  the  3 -percent  average  rise  in  the  1956-60  period. • • ■' 
Temperatures  during  February  vere  colder 'than  normal  in  (1)  a northern  area  extend- 
ing from  the  Dakotas  and  Nebraska  to  the  Nbrth  and  Middle  Atlantic  Coast,  - and -•■(2)  a 
Pacific  Coast  area  including  most  of  California  and  Oregon,  and ’portions  of  Nevada, 
Idaho,  and  Utah.  Above-normal  temperatures  prevailed  in  most  of  the  remainder. of 
the  country. 


Production  of  ice  cream  in  February  vas  more  than  a year  earlier  in ’all' 
regions  except  the  Pacific,  vhere  it  i/as  h percent  less.  Increases  varied  from  1 
percent  in  the  Mountain  States  to  12  percent  in  the  South  Central. ' Output  up 
10  percent  in  the  South  Atlantic  States  and  7 percent  in  the  Notth ' Atlantic , 
Increases  in  the  remaining  regions  vere  5 pei’cent  in  the  East,  N6rth ' cent tai  and  8 
percent  in  the  West  North  Central.  In  the  three  leading  ice-cream-producing  states, 
production  vas  up  lU  percent  in  Nev 'York  and  6 percent  in  Pennsylvania,  but  vas  dovn 
6 percent  in  California,  Other  states  shoving  declines  vere  Nev  Jersey,  lova, 
Nebraska,  Oklahoma  and  Colorado.  All  other  important-producing' states 'shoved  gains 
except  Michigan  and  Washington,  vhere  output  vas  unchanged. 

Compared  vith  the  5-year,  I956-60,  average  for  February,  increase’s  *in  all 
regions  ranged  from  7 percent  in  the  Pacific  States  to  I8  percent  in  the 'Mountain, 
production  vas  10  percent  larger  in  the  North  Atlantic  Region.  Output  vas  I3  per- 
cent more  in  the  South  Atlantic  States  and  15  percent  larger  in 'the  South  Central. 
Other  increases  vere  12  percent  in  the  East  North  Central  Region  and  9 percent  in 
the  West  North  Central.  Output  vas  up  24  percent  in  Nev  York  and -6 -percent  in 
California,  but  vas  doim  2 percent  in  Pennsylvania.  All  other -important -producing 
states  shoved  gains  except  Ohio,  Nev  Jersey,  lova,  Oregon,  and -West -Virginia.

ICE  MILK  PEODUCTION 


February  production  of  ice  milk  was  estimated  at  8^500,000  gallons^  according 
to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  Ihis  was  I9  percent  more  than  in  February  I961  and  52 
percent  greater  than  the  1956-60  average  for  the  month.  Ihe  January -February  total 
production  was  I7  percent  larger  than  the  total  a year  earlier  and  52  percent 
greater  than  the  average. 

Compared  with  January^  ice  milk  production  increased  7 percent,  compared  with 
4 percent  last  year  and  7 percent  also  on  the  average  in  the  I956-60  period.  Out- 
put declined  slightly  in  the  West,  while  it  gained  strongly  in  all  the  remaining 
regions  except  the  North  Atlantic,  where  it  made  a small  advance. 

Compared  with  February  I96I,  sharp  increases  occurred  in  all  regions  except 
the  West,  where  output  was  unchanged.

SHERBET  PRODUCTION 

Sherbet  production  in  February,  estimated  at  2,030,000  gallons,  was  1 percent 
less  than  in  February  I96I,  but  was  l4  percent  more  than  the  I956-6O  average  for 
the  month.  The  3-percent  increase  from  Januai’y  this  year  was  the  same  as  at  this 
time  in  I96I.  The  5-year  average  gain  was  6 percent.  Output  decreased  in  the 
Pacific  States,  while  it  held  steady  in  the  North  Central  Regions.  Increases 
occurred  in  the  other  regions. 

Compared  with  February  I96I,  changes  by  regions  were  mixed.  Production  was 
less  in  the  East  North  Central  States,  the  West  North  Central,  and  the  Pacific. 

All  the  remaining  regions  showed  increases,.

% 

Production  of  Mellorine  and  other  frozen  desserts  made  vith  fats  and  oils 
other  than  milkfat  totaled  3 5 4Y0; 000  gallons  in  February,  This  vas  12  percent  more 
than  in  February  I961  and  45  percent  greater  tlian  the  1956-60  average  for  the  month. 
The  January- February  total  this'  year  vas  up  10  percent  from  the  corresponding  months 
last  year  and  44  percent  from  the  I956-60  avera,ge. 

Production  gained  12  percent  between  January  and  February  this  year,  compared 
vith  9 percent  la,st  year  and  11  percent  on  the  average  in  the  I956-60  period.  Out- 
put gained  seasonally  in  all  important -producing  states  except  Montana  and  Califor- 
nia, where  it  decreased,  and  Oregon,  where  it  held  steady. 

Compared  with  February  I96I,  production  was  unchanged  in  Oklahoma,  while  it 
decreased  in  Illinois  and  Oregon.  All  other  important  Mellorine -producing  states 
showed  increases,

WATER  ICE  PRODUCTION 

Production  of  water  ices  in  February  was  estimated  at  1,005,000  gallons.  This 
was  5 percent  less  than  in' February  last  year,  but  was  21  percent  more  than  the 
1956-60  average  for  the  month.-  Production  gained  3I  percent  from' January,  compared 
with  37  percent  at  this  time  a year  earlier,  and' an  average  of  24  percent  in  the 
1956-60  period.  Increases  occurred  in  all  regions  except  the  West. 

Compared  with  February  I961,'  production  was  ’ larger  in  the  South  Atlantic 
States  and  the  South  Central.  All  other  regions  showed  decreases.
